resentatives of the Georgia Agricultural de- 
partment to inspect fertilizers at Charleston 
and Port Royal-in the state of South Carolina. 
The supreme court of Georgia has recently 
ruled that our inspector cannot legally inspect 
fertilizers beyond the limits of Georgia. Judge 
Henderson said yesterday : 

"I have just returned from South Carolina. 
I have succeeded in bringing about an agree- 
ment between manufacturers of fertilizers at 
Charleston and Port Royal, and the railroad 
magnates of South Carolina, by which the fer- 
tilizers made at these points and shipped to 
Georgia are inspected in transit at Augusta. 
So everything is working smoothly now, and 
there has not beena jar or hitch since the 
arrangement was made,.”’ 

And this is the reason that Judge Hender- 
son is happy. 

Circular 99 will throw further light on the 
subject: 

DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, Atlanta, Ga., De- 
cember <0, 1887.—It has been found desirable and 
necessa ty to formulate and publish, for the informa- 
tion of all concerned, detailed directions for ship- 
ping fertilizers into Georgia, and procuring the in- 
Spottion of the seme in accordance with law and 
the rules and regulati n; of this department. 

' The folowing op gaye A directions are, there- 
fore, prescribed and will te ot served: 

1. In case of shipments by railroad into the state 
at pomnts other than Augusta and Savannah, or com- 
ing in by sea at Savannah, no charge has been made 
in the details. In such cases shippers are required 
to give notice tothe commission of all shipments, 
and send to him a duplicate of all requests for in- 
spection, as heretofore. 

SHIPMENTS BY RAILROAD INTO GEORGIA, AT AUGUSTA 

AND SAVANNAH, 

2. The shipper. or his agent at the point where 
the cars are loaded, must eceompany the shipping 
instructions to the forwarding agent, with a sepa- 
rate “request for inspection’ for each car load, 
This “request’’ will be attached to the freight bill 
of the car to which it refers. The shipper must 
also mail to the commissioner at Atlanta, Ga., a 
consolidated “request for inspection’’ covering the 
entire shipment, and stating the brands, number of 
tons of each and destination. 

8. Cars must be so loaded as to permit access to 
every bag of fertilizers without moving any. This 
may be done*in cars of small tonnage capacity by 
placing the bagson end, with the lugsup. In cars 
of larger capacity it may be done by placing the 
bags in tiers on each side the car, leaving an aliey 
way in the middle, the lug ends to the middle, 
(This is an important detail, and its observance 
will save time and labor to the inspector and the 
taggers, and extra expense to the shipper.) : 

4. On arrival at Augusta or Savannah the train 
conductor will deliver the ‘‘requests for inspection” 
to the agent appointed to receive them, who will at 
once notify the inspector at his post and deliver to 
him such ‘‘requests.”” The cars containing fertil- 
izers will be detained long enough at Augusta or Sa- 
vannah to permit the inspector to sample and at- 
tach ta ‘ 

6. Shippers, or the parties liable for the inspection 
fees, must make satisfactory arrangements with the 
inspector for the Lape payment ot the said fees, 
either remitting by mail, or authorizing the inspec 
tor to draw sight drafts. 

6. Shipments by sea throvgh the ports of Crarles- 
} ton, Port Royal or other port outside this state, and 
thence by railroad into Georgia, should conform. to 
the same details as if the shipments originated at 
Charleston, Port Royal, or other railroad point. 
The shipper himself, or his agent, must furnish the 
forwarding railroad agent with the ‘‘requests for in 
spection,’’ for each car, etc. 

7. Manufacturers are earnestly enjoined to faith- 
fully comply with the rules and regulations, as con- 
tainedin ecireular 98, and the foregoing details, 
Such compliance will save embarrassment, delay 
and extra expense in ca’e cars loaded with fertil- 
izers should pass through Augusta or Savannah 
without inspection, through no fault of the in- 
spector.

I 
beliex e firmly that what Deputy Kellogs and 
the sheriff told me was true. Why, did not 
John McCoy, one of Jim’s brothers, attempt 
to intimidate an old man named Thomas Stan- 
ton, one of the main witnesses in the Keliett- 
McCoy case? McCoy _ actually struck 
Stanton with his fist while he was on 
his way to Canton to testify at the trial. 
Stanton is seventy-cight years of age, and act- 
ually stopped at LaFayette to ask the protec- 
tion of the court. His life had been threat- 
ened, McCoy had assaulted him, and he ex- 
pected to be killed before he could get to Can-
